Board of Governors Eulogize 
Work of Mr. Vaughan

WHAT'S ON 



A warm tribute to the memory of Mr. 
Vaughan, for some time secretary and 
bursar, was but lately issued from the 
university, in the form of a resolution 
adopted at a meeting of the Board of 
Governors. This resolution reads as 
follows :— 

"Resolved, that the Governors of Mc- 
Gill record in their minutes their deep 
sense of loss in the death of Walter 
Vaughan, Master of Arts of this Uni- 
versity, and formerly secretary and bur- 
sar; they would express their great and 
sincere appreciation of the energy with 
which for twenty -one years he spent 
himself lavishly and bountifully in faith- 
ful service to McGill, the results of 
cannot vanish with his death; they re- 
member him as active in business, un- 
flinching in purpose, disinterested in 
kindness, magnanimous in courtesy, with 
strong and simple principles of character 
and life; and in their regret at his early 
decease they would record their gratitude 
that in passing to his rest from the fever 
and the fret of earthly existence, which 
he always bore with faith and hope and 
cheer, he has left to his associates and 
to the university the abiding and cherish- 
ed memory of a wise counsellor, a 
courageous comrade, an inspiring per- 
sonality and always loyal and considerate 
friend." 

By such a tribute McGill attempts to 
express her appreciation for the man to 
whom she owes so much, a man of whom 
she knew for too little, because of his 
deep distaste for anything like posturing 
in the public eye. In the case of a 
man like Mr. Vaughan McGill students 
will be only too glad to learn some de- 
tails of his career. 

Born in 1865 of Welsh parents, living 
on the borderland of Wales, he was 
early educated at a boarding school near 
London. Though handicapped by physi- 
cal delicacy, he took part in all sports 
and at the same time was an easy winner

useful object, and would only be the 
basis of more rumors.

Today the annual University Sports 
will be held at the Stadium. In spite 
of the fact that no holiday has been 
granted for the event and the men run- 
ning in the meet will have to sacrifice 
their attendance, it is expected that there 
will be a representative attendance of 
students on hand to support their group 
of men who have been at the track for 
the past five weeks, getting into shape 
for the coming meet. The meet will 
start at two-fifteen. Besides being the 
initial appearance of this year's team 
the competition between the various 
faculties is keen. This year the fixture 
takes the form of an inter-faculty affair 
instead of the usual inter-class meet and 
all the various faculties are out to score 
victories. The Mcds. have the best 
known men but Science out-numbers and 
almost equals them in sure point win- 
ners. This year, however, as never be- 
fore, surprises are due to come even to 
the most hardened rail birds. Men 
who arc almost unknown are apt to 
score wins and several new-comers to the 
college show promise of romping in with 
victories. 

Law and Commerce both have small 
team entered, bu who will win between 
them is still doubtful.

Nationality and Religion of 
•Newcomers to McGill 



Some interesting statistics with re- 
gard to those students who have regis- 
tered this season for the first time 
were obtained last night from the 
Registrar Office. 

In the Freshman class, of 074 total, 
there arc 445 native born Canadians, 
the numbers coming from various 
localities being: Island of Montreal 
15S, Rest of Quebec 74, Ontario 111, 
New Brunswick 32, Nova Scotia 27, 
British Columbia 13, Prince Edward 
Island 11, Manitabo 10, Saskatchewan 
6 and Alberta 4. From other British 
countries there are 11, from Newfound- 
land 27, from England 7, from Scot- 
land 5, from Ireland 13, from the 
British West Indies 2, from India 1. 
and from South Africa; making a total 
of S12 newcomers to the University 
from under the British Flay. 

There are 94 Americans registered 
for the first time, and from European 
and other foreign countries there arc 
SO. 

The religions subscribed to by the 
above arc as follows: There are 591 
Christians, 155 Jews and one Mormon. 
Of the Christians, 15b are of the 
Church of England and Episcopal 
Church, 147 are Presbyterians, 94 are 
Methodists, 18 are Baptists, 9 are 
Congregationalists, 9 are Unitarians. 
101 are Roman Catholics, and the re- 
mainder, some 6S subscribe to various 
other religious beliefs.

in scholastic contests. In a few years, 
having exhausted the resources of the 
school he successfully passed the inatri- 
ation examination of the University 
of London, then, as now, the severest of 
entrance tests, while still too young for 
college. After spending some time as 
the private pupil of Dr. Richard Morris, 
the Morris of the Morris and Skcat 
volumes, his ability so won the praise of 
his friends that before long he was cor- 
recting university honor examination 
papers. 

Shortly after this, however, he turn- 
ed his attention to the study of Law. 
Though for a year too ill to carry on his 
work, he recovered safely and was later 
called to the Bar. His many friends 
predicted a brilliant career for him, the 
Chancellorship being the natural end, but 
realizing the tediousness and possible 
uncertainty of the course before him, 
he abandoned the legal profession and 
sailed for Canada. 

In Canada at the age of twenty-live 
he is to be found in the employ of the 
C.P.R., and during the seven years he 
spent there he laid the foundation for his 
biography of the late Sir William Van 
Home, which appeared twenty-five years 
later. 

In 1897 he entered the bursar's office 
of this university, and for the next 
twenty-one years of his life gave his time 
and energy to McGill. These twenty- 
one years saw the expansion of Mc- 
Gill into a greater McGill under the 
prmcipalship of the late Sir Wm. Peter- 
son and the Chancellorship of the late 
Sir Wm. Macdonald, saw the foundation 
of both the Royal Victoria .tid Mac- 
donald Colleges, years of growth and 
increased responsibilities and greater 
problems on every side As bursar dur- 
ing these years, Mr. Vaughan worked 
unceasingly and as the reputation of his 
clear intelligence and vision spread, ijo 
question of administration or policy 
could be settled without an attempt at 
ponsultation with him regarding the 
advisability of such a step. A modest 
and to a certain extent an indifferent 
man when the university conferred upon 
him an honorary degree he was not pres- 
ent to receive it, excusing himself under 
the plea of pressure of duties. 

In 1918 he retired from McGill, fitting 
recognition for his services being shown 
in a beautifully worded resolution of 
'appreciation and regret passed by the 
Board of Governors, and read by the 
late Sir William Peterson, whom he 
had served so faithfully. 

Not strong physically, for two years 
he had been forced to leave McGill for 
his health, yet when 1918 came with its 
demand fOr service' he returned home 
and entered the Ministry of National 
Service as helper under Sir Auckland 
Geddes. In a short lime he became 
Secretary of the Ministry, and when the 
war ended, he was left alone with the 
heavy task of demobilizing the thousands 
kin London and the regions comprising

in California and Southern Europe, and 
duriig this time appeared his "Life and 
Work of Sir William Van Home," 
which work, critics' Would rank with the 
great biographies of the English lan- 
guage. 

Again seriously ill.' he.- returned to 
Montreal and in the Royal Victoria 
Hospital fought his last fight with dis- 
ease facing death- with the same calm 
philosophy which at all times had defied 
his illness. 

In 1918 Mr. Vaughan had married 
Miss Susan Cameron, who at that time 
was a lecturer in the English Depart- 
ment and a member of the resident staff 
of R.V.C, being Vice-Warden. Miss 
Cameron was greatly beloved by every 
student who came beneath hér sway and 
her departure from R.V.C. was great- 
ly regretted by everyone. Mrs. Vaug- 
han has but lately returned to take tip 
her residence in Montreal, where her 
many friends have been happy to greet 
her again. 



ENGLISH RUGBY 
TEAM IMPROVES 

No regular scrum practice was held 
by the English Rugby Club yesterday, 
but a very good workout during the 
course of which Coach Prof. Matthews 
showed the squad a few of the finer 
points of the game, was held. Special 
attention was paid to the forwards in 
an endeavor to develop a good scrum, 
the men being tried out in different posi- 
tions until a well balanced pack was ob- 
tained. The coach then gave the men 
a good drill in heeling the ball, and a 
great deal of improvement was shown. 
This is a department of the game which 
absolutely must be mastered by any team 
before they can hope to win any games, 
as unless the pack can obtain possession 
of the ball at least as often as their op- 
ponents the team is placed at an almost 
hopeless disadvantage, unless their for- 
wards are particularly good at dribbling, 
which skill only conies after years of 
practice. However, there is a daily im- 
provement in the forwards, and when 
the first string men have had a little 
more opportunity to work together, a 
well balanced and hard working pack 
should result. 

The three-quarters and halves were 
given some much needed tackling prac- 
tice yesterday, and while fairly good at 
this work, there is room for a lot of im- 
provement The cOach gave them a half 
hour's workout, five men being sent up 
the field at a time with five men waiting 
to tackle them, and towards the end of 
the practice it was the exception for a 
man to break through.

The incident was one of Ih emany told 
by Dr. Ross at the weekly luncheon of 
the Kiwanis Club, held yesterday in the 
Queen's Hotel. Dr Ross was the 
second member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of McGill to speak before a 
Montreal Club on the recent Trans- 
Canada Tour of the Montreal Board 
of Trade. The party spent a month 
visiting the main centres of the Domin- 
ion, accompanied by members of the 
British Government. 

The purpose of the tour was partly to 
encourage better relations between the 
local Board of Trade and those of the 
other large centres in Canada, and 
partly to celebrate the 100th anniversary 
of the Montreal board. In the estima- 
tion of Dr. Ross this has already been 
noticeable, in fact, so impressed were 
the tourists with the spirit of the West 
and the many natural wonders of the 
Rockies and the Pacific Coast that 
agree that they have never seen 
thing equal in splendor. 

The members of the British Parlia- 
ment who accompanied the 'party were 
greatly amazed at the large hotels found 
at Calgary, Vancouver and Victoria, to 
say nothing of the beauty spots of Lake 
Louise, Banff and other mountain resorts 
where they stopped oil. 

At this meeting another McGill 
graduate was added to the membership 
of the Kiwanis Club in the person of 
Dr. F. O. Anderson.

Back in 19U when there was a very good Queen's team on the field that was considered as about 
due to stir up some added interest in the intercollegiate football championship, McGill travelled up to 
Kingston to meet the recent upstarts in their own citadel. They expected a hard fight and they certainly 
got everything that they expected. *•■«■■..<■ 

It was a see-saw affair from start to finish bill the gladiators in the Red and White outfits saw to 
it that the saw was swinging in the right direction when the conclusion of the contest came. In this game 
il was a case of McGill getting off lo a good start only lo find that Queen's had crept up past them and 
gone into the lead in the last quarter when there was not an awful lot of time to waste. They didn't waste 

The two teams were so evenly matched that the first quarter was completed without either of the 
teams getting a single point; this seemed lo show that McGill was a little stronger as their opponents had 
the wind in their favor. However, when the ends were changed the rcdman found that things were not 
so easy as they seemed for, although they tried their hardest, they could only collect a single point. With 
the tri-color outfit again getting the aid of the strong wind at their back for the third quarter things did 
not look any too bright for the visitors but that was just when they began to fight. 

Right at the outset of the second half of the game George Laing upset all the calculations of the 
home team by galloping down the field for a touchdown. 

It was the kind of a play that a spectator sees but once in many seasons of football games and many 
never see during their careers as interested football fans, llazlett had made a wonderful punt clown the 
field and Laing was forced to run behind his own goal line to get it. He picked the ball out of the ait- 
five yards behind his own goal line and, eluding the opposing outside wings, started lo dodge through a 
mass of players. Before anyone realized just what was taking place it was found that Haziett, corning 
up the field after his punt, was the only man left to pass. A strong arm and a sudden dodge left the 
Queen's half in the rear and Laing went down the full length of the field and accross the goal-line. An 
amusing incident happened in the course of the play when Williamson started down to cover his own 
player; Laing looked around in the final part of the final part of the dash and, thinking he saw an oppos- 
ing player, uncorked an amazing dash of speed that sent him across the line at a terrific rale. 

The touchdown was converted and McGill seemed to have a pretty safe lead for a while. However, 
they were playing against no weak team and they soon realized that feet. Jack Haziett, the Queen's star 
of many seasons got his mighty boot in action and forced the McGill backs to rouge twice in succession 
for a couple of points and then, to make things more interesting, the fighting bunch of Presbyterjans had 
to shoot the ball across the line for a touchdown. This was not converted but the score was tied never- 
theless when the third quarter ended. 

The wind was bestowing its kindly glances in the direction of the McGill team when the final 
quarter started but. as if to defy the aid' which nat.tre was giving the visitors, Jack llazlett started pro- 
;eedings by once more kicking over his opponents li ne for another rouge. Things were beginning to look 
pretty serious. 

Then the real battle started for some pretty quick action was needed. Not only was the Queen's 
lead lost but they were not allowed to score another point. Just about as fast as would seem possible in a 
football game Laing had sent high spirals over the Queen's line three times in succession and the halfbacks 
on the Limestone city team were downed for rouges by the hard working outside wings. Another rouge 
was sent over the line and then "Monty" Montgomery, to settle all doubts as to the outcome of the game, 
caught one of Hazlctt's punts and dodging through a dozen or so of the Queen's team went over the line 
for a touchdown. • 

It was a typical McGill finish. The team when seemingly about to suffer a defeat at the hands of 
a stronger team carried off the honours of the day by a last minute stand as a result of magnificent fight- 
ing spirit . They refused to acknowledge defeat when the spectators were ready to give a rousing recept- 
ion to the home squad as the victors of the day. 

On that occasion the teams were evenly matched in many directions with Queen's seeming to have 
the edge in some respects. The tri-color team, with the great Jack Haziett to do the punting, was ex- 
pected to have the edge on the half line where McGill had some mon^or less untried material, while their 
wing line was remarkably strong as was witnessed by the number of times they were successful in mak- 
ing yards against McGill. 

This year McGill has a wingline that seems to be the equal if not the superior of any team in the 
intercollegiate series. The half line seems to stand as a second to the great trio that will represent Queen's 
to-morrow but they are a set of battlers who will fight every inch of the way during the contest. 

Every student at the university who can possibly do so will be out at the game to-morrow to seê 
their favourites in action and they are expecting to see a game that will not reflect any discredit on the 
unbroken list of triumphs that have been recorded by former McGill teams whether they won their games 
or not. The preliminary work of the present year's team has shown that they are not unworthy to repre- 
sent their university and, whether Queen's wins or loses the game to-morrow, the visitors will return to 
Kingston knowning that they have played a hard game against a team that will never admit defeat .until 
the final whistle blows.
